pubtlsheo on November 20, 2001) has disdosed a treasure hunt game udilzing GPS 
equipped wireless communloafions devices, m which (see column 2 line 50-column 6 
„ n e 48 of the desaipton and Rgs.1-4 ) me flowing technical features have been 
spedfically revealed: each player is pipped with a mobile wlreiess communion 
device (10), which Incites a GPS receiver (1 1); a -gamemaster- computer program 
(12) is designed to run the treasure hunt; the player's GPS receiver (11) recedes 
navigation date from GPS satellites (13) and determines player locations; player 
locato ns are remitted bac* to me gamemaster (14) by the player's wireless 
communication devices; me gamemaster detemYtnes the next due to be given to e 
pieyer based upon the player's location; that next Cue is men transmitted to the player 
(15, and displayed on the players wireless communication device; the player proceeds 
based on me olue to .he treasure; me .ret player * anlve a. the treesure wins me game, 
tt can be seen that. Reference 1 has disdosed most of ft. technic features of ^ 
.edtnical solution as daimed in Claim S. Claim 5 differs from Reference 1 only in

reference 1 only disdoses me step of deddhg winner, it is a common knowledge for 
those skilled in Ihe at, «o transmit me game resul. to the deddeo mobile devices and all 
me participants; second*, using me valid term information or ma period information of 
me valid period as a limiting condition or assodaling condition as a premise of setung or 
deddlng a winner is also a common Knowledge to .hose skilled in me art. Therefore, 
mose skilled in me art would obteln the inspiration for ma technical soludon as daimed 
in Claim 5 by combining me common knowledge on the basis of Reference 1 . That ,s to 
say such a combination is obvious to mose skilleo In me art. does no. have prommen. 
substantive features and fails to represent a notable progress. Therefore, me techn.cal 



solution as claimed In Claim 5 does not possess inventiveness as required by Article 
22.3 of the CPL (Chinese Patent Law). 

2. Dependent Claims 6 and 7 further define Claim 5 as follows: -wherein the 
preliminary information includes at least image information related to the wining location" 
and "wherein the preliminary information includes at least sound information related to 
the winning location". Reference 1 has disclosed (see column 5, lines 4-8 of the 
description) that the first clue related to the treasure hunt location is a riddle. It is a 
common knowledge for those skilled in the art to adopt text, image and/or sound as the 
preliminary information. Therefore, those skilled in the art would obtain the inspiration for 
the technical solutions as claimed in Claims 6 and 7 by combining the common 
knowledge on the basis of Reference 1. That is to say, such a combination is obvious to 
those skilled in the art, does not have prominent substantive features and fails to 
represent a notable progress. Therefore, the technical solutions as claimed in Claims 6 
and 7 do not possess inventiveness as required by Article 22.3 of the CPL either. 

3. Dependent Claim 8 further defines claim 1, while reference 1 has disclosed (see 
column 3, lines 5-18; column 5, lines 4-8 of the description, and Fig. 1) that player 
locations are located and transmitted to the gamemaster, and the gamemaster sends 
the corresponding first clue. Therefore, the technical solution as claimed in Claim 8 does 
not possess inventiveness as required by Article 22.3 of the CPL either. 

4. Claims 1-4 are apparatus claims corresponding to method Claims 6-8. Based on 
the comments of items 1-3 of this Office Action, the technical solutions as claimed in 
Claims 1-4 do not possess inventiveness as required by Article 22.3 of the CPL for the 
same reason. 

For the above reasons, all the independent claims and their dependent claims of the 
present application lack inventiveness. Meanwhile, there are no other patentable 
substantive contents in the specification. Therefore, even if the applicant recombines 
and/or further defines the claims in accordance with the specification, the application still 
has no prospect to be granted a patent right. The examiner intends to reject the present 
application. 
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
